TRAILS COMMITTEE 


In addition to much long-range planning 
for future trails, the Trails Committee pre- 
sents a long list of accomplishments in 
1951: 


SKYLINE BLVD.-LEONA HEIGHTS 
AREA: Dedication services for start of 
new Leona Trail; complete Survey of 
lands from Mountain Blvd., to Skyline for 
continuous trail via Bert York Trail and 
Leona; setting of survey markers; re-set- 
ting of gates, Leona Park area and behind 
Pinto Ranch; repair of Bacon Gate; clear- 
ing of Creek Trail to Oak Knoll area. 


REDWOOD CANYON: New culverts 
and improvement, Piedmont Stables to Big 
Bear; permission to ride over Mack prop- 
erty, building and posting of trail above 
Redwood Road from Macks’ to lower en- 
trance of Redwood Regional Park; re-sur- 
vey by the County of Redwood Road to 
determine possible improvement of trail 
from Skyline to Round Up.
